TEHERAN, Persia, May 6,—Two 
thousand dead were reported today in 
unofficial telegraph advices of three 
days’ continuing earthquakes from the 
Khorassan district of northeast Persia 

The telegrams said several villages 
literally have been destroyed with 700 
buildings demolished in the cities of 
Shirwan and Dujnurd, near the Turk- 
estan border. 

The tremors were said 
caused “three days of terror,”

Favors Disarmament 

On the day following adoption of 
the war credits resolution the Socialist 
Datly Herald reminded those who 6up- 
ported it that the LL.P, was an or- 
wanization affiliated with the Labor 
purty, that so long as it retained that 
affiliation it accepted t decisions of 
the Labor party, “We would remind 
them,” the Datly Herald added, “that | 
the Labor party has rejected the 
polloy of voting Aguinst war credits, 
It has taken its stand on the policy of

Like happiness, however, you must 
not aim at it too directly, or try for 
it too hard, ‘The best way not to 
brave a good time is to have your mind 
set too constantly on having it, It 
comes by not trying too much, and 
so does popularity. This sensitiveness 
to the opinions of others is an indis- 
pensible instrument in the manage- 
ment of children and remains so in 
handling men and women also, per- 
haps particularly women When a 
child says that he doesn't care what 
you think of him--and he needn't say 
it, he need only show it or feel it ~ 
your influence is gone, And a dis- 
agreeable attitude of rebellion is the 
natural, however regrettable, result of

Mind you, I don’t say popularity av

'Broder’s Ltd. ‘Mita Sub- 
stantial New Payrolls 
Into Edmonton 


With the packing of a large ship- 
ment of “Royal Oity” brand pork and 
beans, operations at the Broder Can- 
ning Company, Limited, one of this 
city’s new industries, are now in ful) 
swing. The plant functioned smooth- 
ly from the outset, and the first ship- 
ment ls now being distributed to var- 
fous. points throughotu§ the three 
prairie provinces. 

At present the cannery has about 50 
people on the payroll, and this will be 
nereased AS the season progresses 
At the peak of the season it Is ex- 
reeted that there will be about 200 em- 
ployes. Operations will continuet un- 
til October; and the payroll for the 
year is expected to reach $100,000 

In addition to this payroll, there ts 
a secondary one which will reach very 
high figures, as the Roya] City” can- 
nery is a large user of other loca) 
manufactures, such as shipping cases 
etc., which are purchased locally, as is 
also the pork for pork and beans. 

At present thelr products are en- 
rely all-Canadian With the exception 
of the dried beans, For this purpose 
they have been using the Kootenachi 
& bean produced in Korea, which uw 
considered to be the finest bean for 
this purpose, ‘This is imported in very 
large quantities. During the present 
season, experiments are being con- 
ducted by the canning company to see 
if this bean cannot be grown swccess- 
fully in Alberta, and if so, their pro- 
duction will be encouraged, 

As the season progresses, other food 
products will be packed, including 
spinach, peas, green and wax beans, 
tomatoes and beets. These vegetables 
are being grown for the cannery un- 
der contracts with local gardeners, the 
production of which is closely super- 
vised by the fleld men of the cannery 
who will assist the growers to produce 
the very finest of fresh vegetables, as 
only the best is used for canning pur- 
| poses 

The local cannery commenced oper- 
ations in 1928, and the first season's 
operations fully demonstrated the fun- 
damental soundness of the venture 
During the present season it is expect- 
ed that production will be about 60 pe 
cent larger than that of the preceding 
season, Some idea of the volume of 
this production may be obtained from 
the fact that the pack ts expected t« 
reach considerably over 100 carloads 
during the present year. Prodtiction 
will be increased as fast as conditions 
warrant, as the large plant ts capable 
of greatly increased output, and as the 
demand for Edmonton packed products 
increases, production will be stepped 
up. This will result in greatly Ingreas- 
ed payrolls in proportion to the in- 
creased output,

“It was decided by 
agreement that there should be oniy 
one tariff on goods going into China 
but this agreement does not seem lo 
matter, Every governor of a prov- 
ince wants to know where his share 
comes from, and this ‘lekin’ must 
be paid. If a province in the tnterto? 
wauts something and the goods have 
to pass through several others be- 
fore getting there, you can see that 
the charges will be high. If this 
were removed there would be such a 
boom in China as would surprise the 
world. With its 300 million people 
all wanting what other countries 
manufacture, it would be a paradise 
of trade, This will come some day 
as the government ts trying to weld 
this huge population together.” 

Referring to Canada, Mr, Grant 
sald an increasing interest in the 
Dominion was taken by those in the 
Orient. This was evidenced by the 
number who, instead of going by P 
& O, steamer to England, now came 
through Canada,
